The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant arguments filed on 3/01/04 are considered persuasive, especially 
pages 12-13 which detailed an internet based access point management system 
accessible by at least one internet web browser the internet based access point 
management system wherein at least one of the one or more computer managed 
openings comprises a computer being selectively interconnected with at least one 
electronically controlled locking device, and wherein the selectively controllable opening 
is selectively lockable using at least one of the at least one electronically controllable 
locking device. 

The functionality is supported by the specification at pages 10, Fig 4. 

Claims 21,34, 36 and 38 contain similar limitation as claim 1. Therefore claims 
21,34, 36 and 38 are allowable. 

Claims 2-20,22-33,35,37 and 39 are depended on claims 1,21,34,36 and 38 
respectively, and are considered allowable on the same basis as the independent claim 
as well as for the further limitations set forth.
